idea of a life after death, 
and 
who govern themselves by nothing

code 
of 
ethics based upon public opinion 
as it is manifest among them ­ 
selves. 
These people are natives of the 


Nieobar Islands, a group of small 
islands in the Bay of Bengal and 
the Andaman Islands. 
A small 
but interesting ethnological collec­ 
tion representing them is on ex­ 
hibition in the departm ent of an ­ 
thropology at Field 
Museum 
of 
N atural History, 
Anthropologists 
are 
interested 
by the fact that although the Nl- 
cobar Islands are only 80 miles 
from the Andaman Islands where 
the natives are negroid, the Nico- 
bars have none of the A ndam an 
characteristics. 
Instead of being 
small, black-skinned, kinky-haired 
and living on a low scale, the bulk 
of the Nieobar 
population 
are 
brown, lank haired, of fair stature, 
and semi-civilized. 
They live in 
good houses, cultivate food plants 
and possess domesticated anim als. 
Field Museum curators point to 
their 
circular 
communal 
houses 
as a primitive form ct socialism. 


They have few weapons and are 
not war-like. 
Although they have no concep­ 
tion of a Supreme Being they have 
a strong fear of evil spirits which 
are regarded in part 
as 
being 
ghosts of the wicked. 
These they 
believe may be appeased by of­ 
ferings and kept away by exor­ 
cisms. 
The Nlcobars have no regular 
places of worship, but they have 
priest-doctora 
supposed 
to 
have 
power to communicate w ith 
the 
spirits and by ceremonials prevent 
them from doing evils. 
Marriage among the N lcobars Is 
apt to be of rather transitory na­ 
ture and most adults make num ­ 
erous alliances.

Geoffrey West, we have the biog­ 
raphy of a man who is more in­ 
teresting than any of his books. 
Here at last is the truth about 
one of the most fam ous authors in 
the world. You will like H. G. Wells 
even more than your old friends, 
Mr. roily, Kipps and Ann Veronica, 
His life story is even more adven­ 
turous than 
“Tony Bungay” 
or 
"The New M achlavelli” 
and 
his 
mind is 
more 
stim ulating 
than 
'•William Cllwsold." 
The original purpose of this book 
was critical, hut because of this 
man’s dominant personality, it hAs 
become mainly biographical. As w« 
read, our interest in the man grows 
and grows.

H E IR audiences see them only in the light 
of the dignity and glamour that surrounds 
them on the concert stage. 
Little is gen­ 
erally known of the Paderewski who has 
a passion for lemon ices and rewards him- 
aelf with one after every public recital; the Schu- 
mann-Heink who reads herself to sleep with the 
latest detective story; the 
Damrosch who spends 
hours making a Punch and Judy show for his grand­ 
children; the W errenrath who. as regularly as the 
tide, goes to a Chinese restaurant once a week for 
chicken chow mein. 
H ie greater the musician the more human he seems 
to be, and the more all-round his interests, 
it was 
Mischa Levitski, who when a concert admirer ex­ 
pressed surprise at seeing him rooting vociferously at 
a baseball game, announced with pride: 
“ I can tell you who has won the championship 
for the past IO years— w hat’s more, I can tell you 
the name of every player on this field” — and then 
he continued more seriously: 
*‘A rt should never completely absorb an artist. If 
he is a great artist, he must have many interests— 
make all sorts of contacts. 
H is art 
will be all the finer for w hat it ab­ 
sorbs from other arts and interests.” 
T o return to Paderew ski, one of 
his weaknesses is making small bets. 
H e invariably wagers two or three 
dollars with a member of his entour­ 
age on the number of people who 
will attend each recital. 
W hen he 
guesses wrong, he cheerfully pays up, 
and when he is right, he is fully as 
cheerful about collecting. 
H e bets 
on many other things, but never tor 
high stakes. 
O nce at Monte Carlo, he had an 
irresistible 
impulse 
to 
play, 
being 
sure that he would win. 
H e did win 
— 34 times in succession, but at no 
time w ould he gamble more than a 
dollar, despite the pleadings of other 
Casino guests, who implored him to 
take advantage of his luck and place 
higher bets. 
T hey tried to place their money 
on his numbers, but having a hunch 
he should play a lone hand, he was 
careful to w’ait until the very last 
moment, and then left his money lie 
where it dropped. 
H is run of luck 
was said by Casino officials to be 
almost without precedent.
